Judge Atwood Renders Decision

E. Atwood, who wrote the opinion, said it is “clearly in ac­ 
cord with right and justice to hold, as we do, that in the cir­ 
cumstances the doctrines of laches and estoppage applied”, 
protect the Utilities from being ousted.
